They reached this conclusion, they 
said, from their own experience and 
from observation of

other strikes. 
They pointed out that 
they were defeated whn I hieago was 
threatened with a 
traction 
strike 
three year- ago. 
At that time they 
stated that never again would they 
consent to arbitration 
and 
they 
bided their time until the three years 
of their contract expired. 


The recent ruling in the Western 
wage rate controversy against the 
ninety odd thousand trainmen on 98 
western railroads was al-o mention­ 
ed as an example. 
That ruling wa 
declared to be adverse to the labor 
interest and labor head- were loud in 
their protestations 
that 
they 
bai 
been “ bunk.” W. E. Stone, head of 
Brotherhood of 
Locomotive 
Engi 
neers. was bitter in his arraignment 
of the ruling and of arbitration “ as 
tile trainmen got it." 


“Go bark in the history of arbi­ 
trary proceedings us means of set­ 
tling- labor di-pute-, 
said an offi­ 
cial today , “and you ii find that la­ 
bor has triumphed in extremely few 
of them. 
Take for instance the nil 
ing of Indianapolis in the traction 
strike of 1913.

‘Arbitration received a hard blow 
then. It received a much harder blow 
in the trainmen ruling and now ii the 
men are again defeated, a tte r main- 
niug one of 
the 
most 
pac*efuI 
strikes in the history of tlii- coun­ 
try it will be the death knell of arbi­ 
tration. 
“ The principles of arbitration are 
ju st as equitable, 
but 
labor 
has 
found it impossible to gel that kind. 
And tile proof of the pudding is in 
the eating.’’ 


Officials, however, are jubilant ov­ 
er the way the strike was conducted 
in Chicago* 
Then men were orderly. 
Not a s h o t was fired and only two 
minor e a s e - of violence reported to 
the police, and they were not directly 
tracable to strikers, lait 
rath er to 
their over zealous sympathizers. 
“ We showed the world how to con­ 
duct a* -trike in a peaceable m an­ 
ner," -aid L. A. Brand of the labor 
intere-t,-, who sat in the 12 hours 
conference with the m ayor and offi­ 
cial- from both s i d e s that preceded. 
“ There wa- no violence on our side, 
which i- in i t s e l f a great victory.

The men submitted 
to arbitration after a tight. When 
the award was handed down the men 
got an infinitely small raise in wages 
and a slap in the face in the way 
of the open shop.

the union. 
The company has never 


lived up to the award, and the men

"Arbitration received a hard blow 


then. It received a much harder blow 
in the trainmen ruling and now if the 
men are again defeated, after main- 
taining one of 
the most 
paeeful 


strikes in the history of this coun- 
try it will be the death knell of arbi- 
tration. 


"The principles of arbitration are 


just as equitable, but 
labor 
ha 


found it impossible to get that kind. 
And the proof of the pudding is in 
the eating." 


Officials, however, are jubilant ov- 


er the way the strike was conducted 
in Chicago. 
Then men were orderly. 


Not a shot was fired and only two 
minor cases of violence reported to 
the police, and they were not directly 
tracable to strikers, but rather to 
their over zealous sympathizers. 


"We showed the world how to con- 


duct a' strike in a peaceable man- 
ner," said L. A. Brand of the labor 
interests, who sat in the 12 hours 
conference with the mayor and offi- 
cials from both sides that preceded. 
"There was no violence on our side, 
which is in itself a great victory."

The United 
States is the only place where all 
these things arc produced in enor- 
mous bulk. Ours is the only great 
free market of the world. With both 
the Atlantic and the Pacific open to 
the Allies, but closed to the Ger- 
mans, American supplies can go 
solely to the former. 


Only the ultra-fastidious in our 


own country, or'the Teutons 'them- 
selves can take exceptions to our 
policy of selling gods to whomso- 
ever can buy and pay. 
None but 


dwellers in Utopia, or in the 
two 


German empires, would dream of 
asking us to throw away the richest 
market that has ever developed un- 
sought and uncultivated for the un- 
richment of any nation. The sequel 
to this astounding war commerce has 
been that it has converted what 
promised 
to be an international 


trade balance against us into one 
which will close this month with a 
credit of a billion dollars in our fa- 
vor. While this huge war commerce 
has thus added at least ten dollars 
to the bookkeeping balance of every 
inhabitant, it has added millions to 
the balance of certain individuals. 
Not since those halcyon days of the 
Mark Hanna regime has our country 
witnessed such phenomenal appre- 
ciation in the market values of great 
corporations as has occurred in re- 
cent months. Instead of selling our 
securities and forcing upon the Uni- 
ted States a financial panic, Europe 
is keeping the securities and buying

Europe's misfortune has counter-

Tried to Confine Grand Jury to

ocratic newspaper, was today given 
until July 9 by Judge James A. Col- 
lins to file an answer to the charge 
of contempt made against him by the 
Marion county criminal court. The 
ease grows out of the indictment of 
Thomas Taggart, Mayor Bell and 
l'2v other Indiana politicians. 


He answered to a charge of con- 


tempt of court brought about by an 
editorial published in the Herald in 
connection with the indictments re- 
turned by the Marion county grand 
jury in regard to the Indianapolis 
elections. 
Ray in his editorial 


charged that Judge Collins "tried to 
confine the grand jury until the in- 
dictments were agreed 
upon, but 


failed." 


This was not the first experience 


in court for Ray as he was indicted 
in Vigo county iu connection with 
the defrauding of a 
township and 


was released under a suspended sen- 
tence in Clay county after money 
fraudantly received from a township 
trustee was returned to the township.

action of judge 
Collins in 


calling Ray before him on the con- 
tempt charge was the result of the 
filing 
of a petition by Prosecutor 


Alvuh J. Rucker stating 
that the 


editorial which was published in the 
Herald of June, 17, was false, libel- 
ous and corrupt in ,its relations to 
the irrand jury. 
The editorial was 


published previous to the report of 
the yrnnd jury indicting Thomas 
Tagart, Mayor Bell, Chief, of Police 
Perrott and 125 other politicians.

thing stick 
the promoters in 
the 


principal boxing centers 
of . the 


country Jiave decided to form an as- 
sociation. This move was first fos- 
tered by Tom Andrews, boxing pro- 
moter of Milwaukee, Wis., and it is 
bearing fruit. 


Andrews recently made a flying 


trip to New York and lined up most 
of the big promoters here. It is now 
planned to hold the initial meeting 
of the promoters in Cleveland some- 
time in September. The Ohio city is 
chosen because of its central loca- 
tion.
